Lieut, Col. Richard A. Grussen- 
dorf, military attache for air at the 
American Embassy’ in Chungking, 
who arrived at New York last 
Thursday on the  Gripsholm, 
reached St. Louis yesterday and is 
staying one week with his wife and 
child at the Gatesworth Hotel, the 
home of Mrs. Grussendorf’s par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs, T. J. Darcy. Col. 
and Mrs. Grussendorf will make 
their home in Washington, where 
he is to be stationed after his pres- 
ent furlough. 

“Naturally, there are no words to 
describe my feelings at this time,” 
he said to a reporter today. His 
wife was at the pier to meet him 
in New York on his arrival, but 
this is his first reunion with his 
4-year-old daughter, Ann. 

Captured in Hongkong. 
They last saw each other in May, 
1941, in the Far East. Previously 
he had been on tactical duty in the 
Philippines. 
His duties in Chungking, he ex- 
plained, required him to make a 
trip to Hongkong, where he was 
captured on the surrender of the 
city to the Japanese. He said regu- 
lations would not. permit him to 
discuss his experiences freely, but 
he did comment at length on bomb- 
ings of Chungking. | 
“Within a month, Chinese win- 
ter weather will put an end to 
Japanese bombings of Chungking 
until May,” he predicted. His own 
bomb shelter, a <dugout under 30 
feet of earth and rock, was used by 
Americans, Europeans and Chi-.

<6 HOEVER is not acting 
W against Hitler and against 
the German Fascist army 
at the-present time is in reality 
‘helping Hitler strangle the people 
of Burope.” 

In these words one of the most 
authoritative spokesmen for the 
Soviet Government’s policies voices 
a sharp warning to Russia's allies, 
notably to Britain and the United 
States. The warning was included 
in an exceptionally- significant 
article, in the official Pravda, on 
three years of war by Gregory 
Alexandrov, chief of the Propagan- 
da Department of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist party. 

Alexandrov’s main theme is that 
Nazi Germany can be defeated and 
the war won only if all freedom- 
loving peoples now begin to fight 
with everything they have. He 
writes: 


‘Decisive Front.’ 

“Now, when military operations 
on the Russian-German front— 
the decisive front—are entering 
such ‘an important phase, there 
cannot be any people on the globe 
who would want to keep their free- 
dom and honor and would simul- 
taneously stand aside from this 
furious fight against the enemy of 
all peoples. The war has entered 
such a phase when it is impossible 
to help our cause by a mere work- 
ing out of plans and endless dis- 
cussions of the question of means 
for carrying on the war: Now 
everybody who is able to ‘fight 
against Hitler must pass over 
from words to deeds.” 

Alexandrov frankly places the 
grave responsibility for three years 
of war disasters and Hitler con- 
quests on the democratic govern- 

ments’ failure to arm against Nazi 
militarism. He says: 

“Millions of people in Western 
Europe and America heard the 
warning about the preparation of 
a world conflagration. They heard 
it, thought it over, but did not ex- 
ercise any decisive influence on 
the policy of their governments. 
This is the result . . . three years 
wherein the people of Europe, one 
after another, have lost their in- 
dependence.” 

New Tone in Press. 

Today, Alexandrov declares, “peo- 
ple of all ages and both sexes 
must decide for themselves by 
what means they can help in the 
struggle against Hitlerism. .. . 


But even the highest aims can re-/|

Liudmila Pavlichenko Falters on Platform,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).— 


ENIOR Lieut. Liudmila Pavli- 
§ chenko, Red Army sniper, who 

says “dead Germans are harm- 
less” and who is credited with per- 
sonally killing 309 of them, won a 
different kind of victory last night. 
She had flown here from Moscow 
to bring the greeting of Soviet 
youth, to the International Stu- 
dent — ‘ Assembly. But she was 
scared. She showed it as the time 
neared for her to speak. This 
public speaking business was a bit 
different from lying in ambush 48 
hours to take a shot at a Ger- 
man, 


She sat on the stage of the in- 
terdepartmental auditorium with 


other foreign delegates, in her 
Red Army khaki uniform. Her 
hair was cropped short and her 
nails tinted pink. Finally her 
name was called. In front sat 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
is a member of the United States 


committee of the International 
Student Service, which is spon- 
soring the assembly. 

The clop-clop of her boots ac- 
companied the 26-year-old Kiev 
University history student to the 
rostrum. She put down her speech 
before her. She stood quite still, 
then, involuntarily, said: 

“W-wh-ew!” The microphone am- 
plified the sigh as 
of nearly 400 — —— She laughed, 
too. Then quite seriously’ in Rus- 
sian (translated later) she be- 
spoke the “friendly and military 
greetings” of the students and all 
fighting youth of her homeland. 

At the end she called out: 

“Death to bloody Hitler and his 
henchmen. Long live the strong 
union of freedom-loving Allied Na- 
tions.” The way she said it got 
the idea across without translation. 
The applause drowned out the 
clop-clop of her boots as she went 
back to her seat, flushed but smil-

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Sept. 3

What Australian. newspapers 
headline as a “Major Defeat for 
Japs” is still treated in competent 
quarters with temperate satisfac- 
tion. While Australian and Ameri- 
can searching parties armed with 


modern tommy guns (so dearly 
needed in Malaya and the Philip- 
pines) track scattered members of 
Japanese naval landing force— 
its members distinguishable by the

The most sanguine comment 
available to me seems to interpret 
the frustration of the landing at- 
tempt as a sign that the initiative, 
hitherto almost purely Japanese in 
the land movements in this zone, 
is now possibly shifting to Gen.

Hardly a Major Victory. 

But proof that the initiative is 
yet ours still is lacking. At Milne 
Bay, the Japanese simply bit off 
more for the first time than they 
could swallow and were obliged to 
expel a peppery morsel. This error 
in reckoning does not, in all quar- 
ters, seem to merit the journalistic 
description of a “major defeat.” 

In attacking Milne Bay in the 
same style as they recently at- 
tacked both the Buna-Gona-Ko- 
koda Area and the three islands 
northwest from Darwin, in Arafura 
Sea, the Japanese calculated badly. 
The tall, thick palms of the Lever 
Brothers’ two coconut oil planta- 
tions concealed deadlier opposition, 


‘and more of it than the Japanese 
had reckoned. 

Thick, overlying clouds had con- 
cealed from their reconnaissance 
aircraft—as it did several times 
just prior to my visit, when Jap- 
anese scouts buzzed angrily with 
helpless curiosity above the cloud- 
hung hills—what unmanageable 
forces they were so lightly intend- 
ing to devour. 

In the Buna-Gona area, as well 
as in the three islands of Arafura 
Sea, the Japanese had been able to 
carry out stealthy studies on the 
ground itself, beforehand, with 
their officers. Not so at Milne Bay, 
where the Americans and Austrak 
ians were already on the ground, 
led by a veteran brigadier of the 
New Guinea forces, who prepared 
the ground for Maj. Gen. Cyril 
Albert Clowes, 

Clowes’ name, first mentioned in 
connection with. Milne Bay, reveals 
his entrance into the scene domi- 
nated by the Port Moresby com- 
man. Time may eventually dis- 
close the name of the veteran New 
Guinea force officer who designed 
the Milne Bay defense scheme 
which the Japanese found to be a 
trap barely in time to rescue the 
main body of their forces. 


Attempt to Control Seaway.

Finds Discussion on India Incongruous. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE present war has produced a 

plethora of vexing problems, Among 
them, and by no means the least impor- 
tant, is the Indian enigma with its con- 
comitant, Gandhi-inspired policy of “non- 
violent, non-co-operation” toward both 
groups of belligerents. In this particular 
problem, as in the case of many others, 
the lay public has expressed itself, 
leaving little doubt as to its position in 
the matter, 7 

In these countless expressions of 
opinion a rather persistent incongruity 
seems to maintain, however, The same 
individuals who plead with us to accept 
the “seasoned judgment” of certain mili- 
tary experts as to the inadvisibility of an 
immediate opening of a second front, 
press their views with an air of weighty 
authority where the problems of India— 
perhaps even more complex than the 
problems of the -second front—are con- 
cerned, 

These persons tell us that military 
problems involve countless technical de- 
tails far .too abstruse for the layman. 
Therefore, to avoid unnecessary quarrel- 
ing and dissension among ourselves, we 
must remain silent on this issue and 
leave it strictly to the “experts” for solu- 
tion. At this point, one is forced to con- 
cede that logic dictates that the solution 
of a technical problem is a matter for 
experts, although it must be,.remarked, 
skepticism of certain so-called “military 
experts” remains. ne 

Having made the concession to the 
“leave the second front to the experts” 
advocates, it seems strange, to say the 
least, to find these same laymen insisting 
that Gandhi is decidedly wrong and that 
the All-India Congress party is absolute- 
ly unjustified in its present stand. 
“Gandhi,” they say, “yes, and Nehru too, 
is a traitor, a fifth columnist and with- 
out doubt harbors pro-Axis sentiments. 
He and his kind must be silenced and 
India rid of them.” . 

In this naive manner, these self-ap- 
pointed experts of Indian problems sur- 

- mount the difficulties posed by social, re- 
ligious and political minorities to say 
nothing of the caste system. Their thesis 
appears to be: “It takes an expert. to 
handle military problems but anyone can 
solve social, religious, political or govern- 
mental problems.” 

These same laymen are fervent in 
their desire to see democracy triumph 
and the Four Freedoms spread as a 
protective mantle over the earth—or at 
least so they say.

NOT ANOTHER LAYER? 

The President is reported leaning toward a plan 
for handing leadership of the economic war front 
to a single “czar.” Last week, he inclined to favor 
giving the price-control job to a new all-over or- 
ganization, swiftly dubbed the “super-duper commit- 
tee” in Washington. Which is it going to be? Or 
will the present setup be left unchanged? 

The last alternative is unlikely. There have been 
so many ominous rumblings from the economic front 
of late that changes are clearly coming. 

Whatever the President decides to do, it will be 
the public’s hope that he does not follow the long- 
standing custom of simply piling one new agency on 
top of the old ones, or merely giving an old group 
a new name with little or no change in personnel 
and functions. This process has raised hopes to the 
skies, and then dashed them to the ground. 

Consider the long and involved pedigree of the 
defense and wartime economic program: : 

Its earliest ancestor in the emergency era was 
the War Resources Board, appointed by the President 
in August, 1939, and headed by Edward R. Stettinius 
Jr. It surveyed facilities, studied plans and disap- 
peared from the picture after six weeks. 

Next, on May 25, 1940, the President formed the 
Office of Emergency Management, which still exists 
as the vague and sprawling parent of many war 
agencies. On May 29, he appointed the National 
Defense Advisory Commission, to consult with and 


advise the six Cabinet officers comprising the Council 


of National Defense. William Knudsen was chair- 
man of NDAC; its other members were Sidney Hill- 
man, Chester C. Davis, Leon Henderson, Ralph Budd, 
Harriet Elliott and Stettinius. 

The NDAC was hailed as the answer to the prob- 
lems of economic mobilization. But it had no author- 
ity, it failed to get results and on Jan. 7, 1941, the 
President appointed its successor, the Office of Pro- 
duction Management, with Knudsen and Hillman as 
co-directors of equal power. Another offshoot of 
NDAC was the Office of Price Administration, 
created in April, with Leon Henderson as chairman. 

The OPM came in with a flurry of great expecta- 
tions, but in a few months the critics were trans- 
lating its initials as meaning “Oh, Promise Me.” So, 
to unify policy and co-ordinate the program, the 
President on Aug. 28, 1941, supplanted it with the 
Supply Priorities and Allocations Board, Its mem- 
bers were largely the former OPM chiefs, and its 


| director was Donald Nelson, who had been priorities 


head under Knudsen. (The latter was given the 
rank of a Lieutenant Gerieral, in charge of War De- 
partment production.) : ; 

Again centralized authority failed to result. After 
Pearl Harbor, the President, on Jan. 16, 1942, created 
the War Production Board, with Nelson as its head. 
The WPB in turn took over many members of the 
old organizations, but brought a revival of hope be- 
cause ‘Nelson had gained a name for doing things. 

And now, it appears, WPB is not producing the 
vitally essential results. Donald Nelson has promised 
to “get tough,” and there are indications that he will 
do so. Prices are rising, not because OPA has 
failed, but because all-over ceilings have never been 
enacted. The President is considering wage and 
farm-price stabilization as a possible solution. 

If it develops that organizational changes are 
needed, the tedious history extending from WRS to 
WPB proves that a mere re-shuffling process, or a 
piling of one agency atop another, is not the answer. 
All these changes and uncertainties are harming the 
war effort. Any action from now on should be drastic, 
decisive, final, There can be no more compromises. 
There can be no more mere transfers of deadwood. 

Time is short, not only in the Caucasus but in 
‘Washington. The period of dabbling and experi- 
mentation should be definitely over. 

The only way to fight an all-out war is to do it! 
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CONVERSION OF THE LIQUOR INDUSTRY. 

The WPB a few ‘days ago ordered complete 
stoppage of alcohol beverage manufacture by Nov. 1, 
and so far not a single protest has been heard. This 
must be a great disappointment to the professional 
drys, who were saying only recently that the “liquor 
tratfic” dominated the Government, and had been 
subjected to none of the restrictions imposed on 
other business. 

In fact, there is nothing abrupt about the new 
order. Months ago, whisky production had been cut 
90 per cent. Even before that, the Government had 
forbidden use of molasses for beverage alcohol, and 
had taken over the raw whisky stocks of 25 dis- 
tilleries. 

Alcohol is needed for ammunition and for syn- 
thetic rubber. Total conversion of this industry 
ig another step toward all-out war on the home front. 
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NOT EVERY REFUGEE IS A SPY. 

Is every German refugee now in the United States 
to be treated as a spy? This question comes up 
inevitably, now that Herbert K. F. Bahr, 30-year- 
old native of Germany, has been convicted as a 
Nazi secret agent and sentenced to 30 years in prison, 
after arrest on the exchange liner, Drottningholm. 

The answer is No. Not every refugee is a spy and 
not all of them are to be treated as spies. On the 
contrary, nearly all refugees are all-out haters of 
Hitler and his crushing rule. Almost all of them 
came to this country to escape Nazi cruelty and 
barbarism. That is why they are here.

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A ST. LOUIS RESULT OF THE BRIDGES RULING. 

Attorney General Biddle’s order for the deporta- 
tion of Harry Bridges had a direct result in Federal 
Judge Davis’ court in St. Louis yesterday, It caused 
the denial of citizenship to Mrs. William Sentner, a 
native of Croatia and wife of a labor leader, on the 
grounds that she was a Communist as late as 1938, 
Judge Davis rightly waived aside as inconclusive the 
fact that the Daily Worker comes in the mail to the 
Sentner home, but said that Communist party mem- 
bership is “incompatible” with attachment to the 
Constitution of the United States. be ge te 

What Judge Davis follows is a conclusion of 
Mr. Biddle, not a decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court. Our highest tribunal’ has never ‘passed 
on the question of Communist party membership as 
a bar to citizenship. It had the chance in the case 
of Austrian-born Joseph ° : Strecker, Hot 
Springs (Ark.) restaurant proprietor, whose Com- 
munist party membership seems to be based on a 
contribution of 60 cents at a meeting in 1933, The 
Supreme Court passed that chance by, contenting 
itself by observing that Strecker in any case was 
not at the time of his indictment a Communist. 
Meantime, the Communist party has continued ‘to 
be a legal party in not a few of the states. 

Many citizens oppose the Communist political 
view with deep conviction and at the same time 


uphold the American guarantee of the right to think’ 


as one pleases. That is the sound, sane way to see 
this issue. To fan the flames of the old controversy 
now is all the more unfortunate, since it casts serious 
reflections against our valiant allies, the Russians. 
At home, it promotes division where there should

A Washington dispatch tells how Wing Com- 
mander Malden, now a White House guest; went into 
several fast and furious actions during “three long 
patrols” over Dieppe on Aug. 19. He had a fine 
bird's-eye view of what he termed “the most amaz- 
ing spectacle we had ever seen.” His most interest- 
ing comment on it all was: “If we had had dive 
bombers, we'd have done better at Dieppe.” 

There are two questions legitimately raised by 
the action at Dieppe. One is why there were no dive 
bombers and the other is why parachute troops were 
not used, Of course the Dieppe action was para- 
mountly a laboratory experiment in which certain 
theories were tested and valuable lessons learned. 
Nevertheless, it does seem that dive bombers would 
have been of great value in knocking out shore 
installations. 

It would be well worth while to hear from him or 
from some other veteran of that fight on just what 
part parachute troops might have played if they had 
been used in conjunction with dive bombers. As for 
the dive bombers, it is most interesting to learn that 
the British are now using them against Rommel for 
the first time in Egyptian desert warfare. _ 
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A LONG WILD-GOOSE CHASE FOR THE FBI. 
‘Suppose an Army recruit went out on the rifle 
range, fired 4579 shots and hit the target only 36 
times, or less than once in every 125 tries. He 
would be considered a hopeless case, and his superior 
officer would waste no more cartridges trying to 
make a marksman out of him. 

That is exactly how the Department of Justice 
feela about the allegations of disloyalty among Fed- 
eral employes, whose investigation by the FBI has 
cost so much time and money with such meager 
results, In particular, the long roll call of allegedly 
subversive employes submitted by Congressman 
Dies of Texas has caused annoyance, for only two 
among the 1100 accused by him were found to deserve 
discharge from the service. 

Of course, it may be worth a $100,000 fund to 
get rid of even one actually disloyal worker. The 
Department of Justice has no complaint about that, 
but it is justified in protesting against the great 
proportion of erroneous information it has received. 
Clearly, it is time for a more sensible method to be 
adopted than the Dies system of broadcasting un- 
warranted charges against any person of the faintest 
liberal tinge.

CHAPTER 1. 

In 1917, the most urgent single problem 
for Army medical units was what is called 
“wound shock.” That is again true now, 
we are told. : 

The most conspicuous thing about this 
condition is the failure of blood pressure. A 
quarter-century ago, some doctors thought 
the heart was simply failing to perform its 
function, some thought the nervous system 
had been damaged ‘so that the muscles of 
the blood vessels lost their tension. 

But during the first World War, it was 
discovered that if enough new blood were 
put into the patient, the heart immediately 
bégan pumping it and the blood vessels be- 
gan carrying it. So it was deduced that the 
real fault was the absence of enough volume 
of blood. 

The missing blood may have been lost 
through external or internal injury, or it 
may have been lost from burns—in which 
case the liquid part of the blood seeps 
through the wound without necessarily any 
escape of corpuscles. 


CHAPTER ?. 

Now, it is very important not to let the 
blood. pressure fall too low. If it falls so 
low that the corpuscles are not circulating 
through the system, the tissues can neither 
get new food to sustain themselves nor get 
rid of their poison wastes. So they begin 
to disintegrate. 

And once that happens, even though new 
blood volume is then added, the accumu- 
lated poisons sweep back into the blood 
stream and the result is apt to be fatal. 

So the most urgent thing in cases of 
wound shock is to increase the volume of 
blood quickly, so as to get the arterial pres. 
sure up and keep the corpuscles doing their 
work until the wound itself can be treated. 


CHAPTER 3. 

When the importance of this was learned 
in the last war, transfusions were the only 
known reliable answer. But donors were 
not always available, obviously, especially 
donors with the right blood type. 

Some doctors for a while used a salt solu- 
tion, merely to increase the arterial liquid 
and thus raise the blood pressure. But this 
salt solution tends to filter through the thin 
capillary walls, and in a few minutes the 
pressure is down again. 

Next tried a heavier solution that 
would stay in the blood vessels, but the

urgent need in shock, anyhow, is for fluid 
volume—not corpuscles. 

So that was why the drive began, even 
before we were in this war, for blood donors 
in great numbers. The Red Cross wanted 
to get a store of this dried plasma ready 
both for possible war fronts and for pos- 
sible civilian disasters. 

Any Army or emergency medical unit 
that has a good supply of this dried plasma, 
.and also a supply of sterile distilled water 
in which to dissolve it, can plainly take care 
of any number of shock cases, though no 
blood donors are within a hundred miles, 


CHAPTER 5. 


But the processing of this dried plasma 
is not simple. It requires a lot of time and 
elaborate apparatus. It is an expensive 
process.  - 

And the necessity of redissolving the 
dried plasma in sterile distilled water be- 
fore it can be used creates just that many 
more complications in an emergency. 

So our medical scientists began, a couple 
of years ago, to hunt for a simpler method 
of providing a fluid substitute for whole 
blood in shock cases—a substitute that 
would require less processing and that would 
be more convenient for emergency use, 

They found that the albumen in the blood 
plasma was really the only necessary agent 


a way to separate the albumen that was 
relatively simple. : 
CHAPTER 6. 

The result is that we are now beginning 
to produce in large volume, from the blood 
of donors, an albuminous fluid that is going 
to emergency fronts for use in shock cases. 
It will be necessary to add liquid to it only 
in cases where the patient has been “de- 
hydrated,” through heavy perspiration with- 
out any water to drink or for other reasons. 

The medical scientists are pretty thrilled 
about the progress they have made in this 
field just within four or five years. And 
we can’t say that we blame'them. It gives 
them the means of saving thousands of lives 
that otherwise might have been lost.

Wales 
which Mrs, Stilwell visited as a 
girl. She saw it on a sign, learned 
to pronounce it,,and used it so 
frequently that the General once 
suggested “Let’s use that as our 
family yell.”

First word from a St. Louisan 
in a Japanese prison camp was 
contained in a letter received yes- 
terday by Mr. and Mrs, Benjamin 
Lebovitz, 1445 Temple place, from 
their son, Harry, a chief pharma- 
cist’s mate in the Navy, who was 
on the island of Guam when the 
Japanese captured that outpost at 
the outbreak of the war in De- 
cember, 

The letter was typewritten in 
light blue ink on a thin piece of 
paper which had Japanese inscrip- 
tions at the top. It was headed 
“Zentsuji War Prisoners Camp, 
Japan.” The letter bore Japanese 
and French post-marks of June 16, 
indicating it had been delivered 
through French sources. It read: 

“Dear Mother: This. letter, 
hope, reaches you before many 
months have gone by. I am a war 
prisoner in Zentsuji War Prisoners 
Camp on the Inland Sea, in Japan. 
In am in the best of health and 
out working at similar work as 
that done in Civilian Conserve @)n 
Corps. I am eating, sleeping and 
feeling fine, and am looking for- 
ward to coming home in the near 
future. There is nothing more to 
say, so I will closé, with love. 
Your son, H i” 

Inclosed with the letter was a 
tiny snapshot showing Lebovitz 
and four other men standing with 
@ range of mountains in the back- 
ground. Two are obviously Japa- 
nese guards in uniform and the 
other two appear to be white men, 
posibly Americans, in work clothes. 

“It made us all very happy,” Mrs. 

Lebovitz told a reporter today. “We 
hadn’t heard from him since early 
last December. 
Navy notified us that he was prob- 
ably a Japanese prisoner, but 
there was no way of knowing for 
sure that he wasn’t dead or in- 
jured. ' . 
“I would be a lot happier if he 
were home but this letter is some- 
thing to be grateful for. I wonder 
what he means by saying, I am 
looking forward to coming home 
in the near future.’ Does that mean 
the Japanese think the war will be 
over soon or that he might be 
exchanged for Japanese prison- 
ers?” 

His father, formerly in the rail- 
way express business but now re- 
tired, interposed with the observa- 
tion that he was in the Russian 
Army during the Russ.-Japanese 
War in 1905. 

Parents Were Russian Emigrants. 
Pharmacist. Lebovitz was born in 
St. Louis. His mother and father 
were both Russian emigrants. He 
attended Washington Grade School, 
Blewett Junior High and graduat- 
ed from Soldan High School. Dur- 
ing his school years he worked as 
@ grocery clerk in the West End. 

Six years ago he enlisted in the 
Navy and was sent to the Great 
Lakes Training School. From 
there he was sent to the San 
Diego, Cal., Navy Medical School 
for training as a pharmacist and 
then to a Navy Hospital at Brem- 
erton, Wash. He is now 28 years 
old. He has three sisters, Miss 
Katherine. Lebovitz of Chicago, 
Mrs. Charles E. Nix, 5332 Cote Bril- 
liante avenue, and Mrs. Edward 


Ganninger, 2305 North Union 
‘boulevard. 
When he was transferred to 


Guam two years ago, Mrs. Lebo- 
vitz went to San Francisco to see 
him off. The father, however, has 
not seen his son since 1937 when 
Pharmacist Lebovitz went to Can- 
ton, Mo., from Bremerton as a 
guard of honor for one of the 
sailors killed on the U. S. S. Panay.

Steal Plan Steps Out.

Walter G. Stillwell of Harinibal, 
Prosecuting Attorney of Marion 
county, has been tentatively agreed 
on by Democratic party leaders for 


the chairmanship of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee to succeed 
C. Marion Hulen of Hannibal, di- 
réctor of the attempted Governor- 
ship steal after the last election. 

Hulen, against whom strong Op- 
position had developed within the 


party, took himself out of the pic-| _ 


ture yesterday, announcing that he 
would not ask for re-election. 

On the Republican side, Chair- 
man Charles Ferguson of Willow 
Springs, today withdrew a previous 
staternent that he would not again 
accept the chairmanship of the 
Republican State Committee. His 
change of position apparently was 


due to information which reached | ‘ 


him that National Committeeman 
Barak T. Mattingly and Frederick 
Stueck of the Public Service Com- 
mision were attempting to take 
over control of the Republican 
State organization. 

They had promoted Grover W. 
Dalton of Poplar Bluff, a former 
chairman, for the place. Ferguson 
has not worked harmoniously with 
Mattingly and Stueck. The latter 
had a strong influence with Gov. 


Forrest C. Donnell in controlling 
state patronage. 
After Ferguson’s change of 


mind, a group of his supporters 
began a last-minute effort to line 
up votes in the committee for 
his re-election. 

Some Republicans expressed the 
opinion that Dalton would not 
stay in the fight, but Dalton was 
away from Poplar Bluff and 
could not be reached for a state- 
ment. 

Ferguson headed the committee 
during the last campaign, when 
Gov. Donnell was elected by 8613 
votes, the first Republican to be 
élected in a state-wide election in 
Missouri since 1928. He also di- 
rected the Republican forces in 
successfully combating Hulen’'s 
effort to have the Democratic 
Legislature unseat Donnell and 
seat Lawrence McDaniel, 
Democratic candidate, in the Gov- 
ernor’s chair, 

The two party committees will 
elect chairmen and other officers 
in Jefferson City next Tuesday, 
the day of the biennnial candid- 
dates’ convention to adopt state 
platforms. 

Mrs. Henry C. Chiles of Lexing- 
ton is slated by the Democratic 
leaders for the vice chairmanship 
of the committee. 

Hulen’s Action Welcomed. 

Hulen’s decision to make ne ef- 
fort to obtain re-election was wel- 
comed by many in the Democratic 
organization, who were prepared to 
fight him, if he sought re-election, 
on the ground that his leadership 
in the attempted governorship steal 
made him unacceptable for chair- 
man, 

However, in preliminary discus-

WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 8 (AP).— 
The United States, Great Britain, 
Australia, New Zealand and Fight- 
ing France concluded today a 
series of reciprocal aid agreements 
Cesigned to clarify the principles 
2¢ mutual assistance in their com- 
mon struggle against the Axis. 

Signed on the third anniversary 
of the French and British declara- 
tions of war against Germany, the 
agreements specify and formalize 
the principles and procedures cov- 
ering aid to the armed forces of 
the United States by the other 
parties to the agreements on the 
same terms as those under which 
the United States supplies lend- 
lease aid to them. 

Such reciprocal aid already has 
been furnished to the United States 
also by the other signatories with- 
out conclusion of formal agree- 
ments and, a State Department 
commentary points out, “this aid 
is rapidly increasing in importance 
as the intensity of the American 
war effort increases in the various 
theaters of operations.”

In our memories the sensational 
victories of -Hitler assume exag- 
proportions because we 
fail to see them in their global 
proportions, or realize that they 
were victories in limited wars only.

They further specify the elimina- 
tion, as far as possible, of mone- 
tary transactions. That is, a maxi- 
mum of the articles and services 
provided by each party to the 
other shall be in the form of re- 
ciprocal aid in services or ma- 
terials, thus reducing to a mini- 
mum “the need of each for the 
currency of the other.”

Thus Australia would be expected 
to supply meat and other foodstuffs 
to American troops in that country 
as reciprocal aid. On the other 
hand, Britain might be better able 
to furnish certain types of tanks, 
guns and other equipment, leaving 
cargo space in ships from _the 
United States free for the transpor- 
tation of lend-lease food. 

Aid furnished to armed forces of 
the United States by Fighting 
France is defined as such supplies, 
materials and services which “can 
most effectively be procured in ter- 
ritory under the control of Fight- 
ing France.” Such territories in- 
elude French Equatorial Africa and 
New Caledonia, in the Pacific. 

The agreements emphasize that 
while each of the signatories re- 
tains the right of final decision, in 
the light of its own circumstances, 
“decisions as to thé most effective 
use of resources shall, so far as 
possible, be made in common, pur- 
suant to common plans for winning 
the war.” 


‘GIVE ’EM HELL,’ 
WILLKIE TELLS U. S. 
TROOPS IN EGYPT 


Stimulate Interest at Home 
in Mediterranean Front.

enemy countries we broadcast 


news of the war. American pro- 


duction, etc.—again the truth, with 
only such omissions as actual mili- 
tary security may demand; but 
that news, in direction and empha- 
sis, is adjusted to the particular 
interests of enemy peoples so as to 
produce the. psychological effect 
most conductive to our victory.” 

Propaganda only really enters 
the programs when the broadcast- 
er gets to his 15 minutes of edi- 
torial. Even then it-is a “once 
over lightly” form of propaganda 
as the Germans know it. 

Sample: “America can and will 
beat Germany and her Axis part- 
ners inthis war, and this victory 
will not be achieved by Nazi meth- 
ods of big talk, lying and cruelty, 
but by a clean-fought, honest, mat- 
ter-of-fact combat. This was .the 
way which in the first World War 
sufficed to bring Germany down; 
this, too, will be the way which 
will suffice in this war.” - 


Germans and Nazis. 


Treatment in broadcasts directed 
at Germany is to separate Germans 
from Nazis. Attacks are directed 
at officialdom and overlords and 


the people are identified as the long | m 


suffering. 


“Our two main aims,” says 
Ernest Noth, of National Broad- 
casting Co., “are to encourage a 


split between the Nazi party and/|- 


the German people, and to con- 
vince the German people that in 
the case of defeat there is not 
going to be a super-Versailles.” 


Treatment in dealing with Italy 
is to denounce the Nazis who now 
dominate a country that is right- 
fully, Italian. 


Treatment for France is to send 
as much encouraging news as pos- 
sible. ‘To talk of the second front, 
not in threatening terms as it 
would be directed at Germany, but 
in terms of hope for liberation of 
the French. 

American short wave radio is 
definitely working according to a 
pattern and plan. But is it the 
most effective plan? 

Perhaps, for today—but some 
forward looking short-wave experts 
already are advancing theories for 
a more total form of radio war- 
fare. 

One’ of the most articulate is 
European-schooled Charles J. Rolo, 
whose first-hand experience at the 
Princeton Listening center led him 


: 


to. write last winter's book, “Radio 
Goes to War” 
His basic argument, at variance 
with present practice, is to com- 
bine’ pro and news, and he 

with a rebuttal of the be- 
lief that the No. 1 drawing card 
for European audiences is truth. 


Supposition Called False. 

Says Rolo, “This plausible argu- 
ment rests on a false major pre- 
mise ... the No. 1 drawing card 
of American and British broad- 
casts is the fact that they are 
American and British broadcasts. 

“The Germans and Italians are 
sick to death, not of propaganda 
but of their own official propagan- 
da. -They are conscious of being 
shut off from the rest of the world 
by a rigid censorship and want to 
hear what the other fellow has to 
say. .. Our broadcasts have ac- 
quired a reputation for greater 
truthfulness than those of the Axis 
stations: But we flatter ourselves 
if we imagine that the enemy be- 
lieves our every word.” 

‘In an issue of the Saturday Re- 
view of Literature, Rolo recently 
advanced these theories: 


“We should begin by conceding 
that (the enemy) is a German— 
not an American or an English- 

an... some 6f our verbal 
| Strategists are still thinking in 
Aterms of “straight news” Amieri- 
can style, rather than in terms of 
persuasion or bluntly—propaganda 
it is not our tradition of 
journalism, but the tradition of 
journalism «in the country we are 
addressing that counts, and objec- 
tive journalism has never flour- 
ished in Europe. ..\‘we have neg- 
lected the most potent of appeals— 
the appeal to the emotions... we 
are all sound and too little fury. 


Specific Suggestions. 
“We should reiterate day in and 


day out, not that we are winning 
the war, which (the enemy) does 
not believe, but that Germany can 
not win it ... taht short of an 
Allied victory he has nothing to

The dynamic attempt ended 
in the American victory of the 
Coral Sea battle, off Misima ‘s- 
land; the static attempt concluded 
when the Japanese abandoned their 
seaplane base on sheltered De- 
boyne Island, near Misima, — :

Lexington to make useless _ this 
Japanese attempt to get south of 
the Solomons and control the New 


Guinea passage, 


Japanese Surprised. 

With American seizure of the 
Solomons, Japan could. no longer 
hope to hold the eastern end of 
the New Guinea passage, and de- 
cided to go boldly for the western 
mouths. This involved what the 
Japanese evidently considered 
would be their customary walk- 
away trampling of outnumbered 
forcés in a helpless colonial out- 
post. The Japanese knew that 
fighters were there, for they had 
felt their sting in early Zero raids. 
But evidently they considered that 
it was an ungarrisoned airdrome, 
like those at Buna and the aban- 
doned Dutch airdrome at Saum- 
lakki, in Animbas Archipelago, 
which they have been able to oc- 
cupy in the last six weeks without 
meeting ground opposition. 


Having overplayed its hand, 
Japan has quickly withdrawn its 
cards and prepared a new deal. As 
far as Milne Bay is concerned, the 
surprise element for both sides is 
gone. Having left their dead and

For reasons of economy some 
school systems will not accept 
children until they are 7 years old. 
That costs many children an essen- 
tial period of development of read- 
ing power. Children, the greater 
group of them, are ready to begin 
reading at 6 years and that is 
when they should begin if we are 
to respect their rights and our 
duty to them. ; 


SOME SCHOOF systems will ad- 
mit children only once a year. When 
the child lacks a few days or 
weeks of the required age, of 7 
years, he must wait another year 
for admission. That is the finest 
way imaginable to create back- 
ward children, deficient readers, 
expensive holdovers, with the ac- 
companying dislike for school. 
Such a condition would seem in- 
credible in this country, but. it 
exists, 

The kindergarten and primary 
classes are the most important in 
the entire educational course; The 
teachers should be finely trained, 
the schools well equipped, the 
children faithfully observed, di- 
rected and helped toward. their 
finest development. But that is 
rarely so. We pay scant attention 
to the little ones and pay for our 
neglect in terms of truants, dis- 
ciplinary problems, delinquents, 
and the like. If we regarded the

|OWADAYS it’s more impor 
tant than ever to eat, and 
© make your family eat, a “bal- 
anced. diet.” The man ofthe house, 
the children and you, all need cer- 
tain foods every day in order to 
have that blooming energetic good 
health that this emergency de- 
mands. 

But it’s a tough job to overcome 
aversions to certain dishes, and 
often these disliked foods are the 
very ones that are richest in vita- 
mins, minerals and other valuable 
food elements. So make part of 
your war effort be the correcting 
of your family’s bad eating habits. 
Here are some do’s and don’ts that 
may help you: 

1. Prepare food carefully so that 
it will be attractive-looking and 
tasty. Spend a little more time in 
“dressing up” dishes, for appetiz- 
ing appearance of the food is half 
the battle. In preparing “disliked” 
but necessary foods, it’s worth 
while to exert this effort. 

2. Don’t always cook and serve 
the same foods in the same way. 
Try different cooking styles and 
different recipes for the same 
foods. Meats, potatoes, vegetables 
and fruits may be cooked in an 
endless variety of ways and this 
will keep the appetite from becom- 
ing jaded, Try new recipes, new 
foods. 

3. If there are certain foods that 
your family doesn’t like, such as 
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spinach or other green leafy veg- 
etables, let this food make its 
debut at a festive meal, as a com- 
pany dinner. This associates the 
dish with a pleasant event and 
makes it more likable. 

4. Take the advantage when the 
family is “starving.” When they 
are really hungry, as after swim- 
ming, they’ll be less choosey and 
will take new foods more willingly. 
This is your chance to spring sur- 
prises on them, dressed up to look 
their best. 

5. Don’t scold or argue in an 
effort to get your family to eat 
certain foods. It may increase 
their “resistance,” and excitement 
at mealtime is bad for digestion. 

6. Don’t trust your instinct in 
choosing faods—it can’t be trusted 
too far. Our natural-born instinct 
has been so conditioned by our 
food experiences that it can’t be 
depended on in selecting a bal- 
anced diet, 

7. Do include these foods in 
your daily diet: Orange juice or 
grapefruit, whole grain cereal, at 
least one pint of milk for each 
adult (children one quart), one 
egg, two pats of butter, one green 
leafy vegetable, one other vege- 
table such as carrots, turnips, 
squash, string beans, etc.; two 
slices whole wheat bread; meat: 
liver, steak, lamb chops, beef, oc- 
casionally chicken and fish; fresh 
fruit desserts. 


Don't Take My Word for It

The Articles “A” and “The.” 

From the letters that reach me, 
it is plain that many readers are 
confused as to the proper pronun- 
ciation of the articles “a” and 
“the.” But the rule has long been 
established both in good usage and 
by the authorities. 


A. It is correct to pronounce the 
article “a” with a neutral or ob- 
scured sound, as uh. Do not say 
“ay man, ay boy, ay city,” but “uh 
man, uh boy, uh city.” (Note. Do 
not confuse the phonetic spelling 


“uh” with the interjection ugh! 


The symbol “uh” simply indicates 
the obscured sound of the vowel 
“a” as is heard in sofa (SOE-fuh), 
avoid (uh-VOID), and idea (eye- 
DEE-uh). 


THE. Before a word beginning 
with a vowel, or a vowel sound, 
pronounce “the” with the long “e” 
sound, thus: “thee egg, thee ave- 
nue, thee honest man (in honest 
the “h” is silent, therefore the 
word begins with a vowel sound). 

Before a word beginning with a 
consonant, or a consonant sound, 
pronounce “the” with an obscured 
vowel sound, thus: “thuh man, 
thuh house, thuh United States 


(United begins with the sound of 
Y which is a consonant),

What is the definition of an op- 
timum diet? Well, it is a little 
more than an adequate diet. The 
medical dictionary defines  opti- 
mum thus: “The temperature or 
other conditions at which vital 
processes are carried on with the 
greatest activity.” 

So an optimum diet is the diet 
with which vital processes are car~ 
ried on with the greatest activtiy. 
An adequate diet maintains health. 


Thus you can keep healthy rats 


up to 30 generations in more.than 
average activity and fertility on a 
diet which consists of one-sixth 
whole dried milk &nd five-sixths 
of ground whole wheat,

INCREASE THE on of 
dried milk to one-third and there 
is a marked improvement in nutri- 
tion and positive health. Growth 
is more rapid and efficient, death 
rates are lower, the period of the 
prime of life is increased and fer- 
tility is greater. But as you keep 
adding food elements a place iz 
reached where obesity and slug- 
gishness appear, initiative and ac- 
tivity decrease. Somewhere in be- 
tween is the theoretical “optimum 
diet.” 

We know in a general way what 
it is, but the scientific mind likes 
exact definition in mathematical 
terms and that we cannot give for 
the optimum diet, 

A group of San Francisco dentists 
whom we quoted recently, Drs. Col- 
lins, Jensen and Beck, in the course 
of their experimental work sent 
out a questionnaire to a number of 
nutritionists, physiologists and 
clinicians, trying to find out what 
the definitions and specifications 
of an optimum diet are. , 

A large number refused to at- 
tempt a definition, saying that on 
account of the incompleteness of 
the present knowledge of nutri- 
tional requirements a specific an- 
swer could not be written. 


ONE RESEARCH worker said, 
“If human beings were as uniform 
in familial and inheritance charac- 
ters as a colony of rats, an opti- 
mum diet could be _ reliably ap- 
praised. But they are not. The op- 
timum diet of the Eskimo is quite 
unlike that of the Negro in the 
bayous of Louisiana. One may find 
a myriad of varying tastes and di-

Correct Posture

HE vital organs of a woman’s 

body are sheathed with mus- 

cular straps which in youth are 
firm and strong and, if the pos- 
ture is erect, hold, the abdomen in 
a flat line. But as she matures, 
these muscles become more or less 
flaccid, and the abdomen protrudes 
gradually. She develops what is 
called the “middle-aged spread.” 

The spine soon grows tired of 
supporting the body in an erect 
position and unless something is 
done about it (such as exercising) 
the spine gradually sways at the 
small of the back where the strain 
of supporting the abdomen is the 
keenest, thus the incurved lordosis 
backline appears as a compensat- 
the protruding ab- 
domen.
